Magistrates. 

Wp arc glad lo peicoivc. lliat somo attempt 
is DOW iiKiking lo loincdy tlio groat want c.\- 
])orienco(l in tliu colony, of a lu'opin- system ol 
iippsald agaiii.st t'lc aliiiodt incapoii.iibic ilcci- 
.sioiia of magistratos engagctl in cli^^pi.-iising jus- 
tice amonga't us. A temlLMicy shown itsoll' 
of late years in I'lnglanil, aiul one which we 
tliiiik shoulil M niD.st ZL'alou-ly jjuaideil 
a^'aiust — to leave a great ileal of criminal and 
quasi-criininal jiLsticc to be dealt \yitli by a 
magistrate, ID a summary iiiauuor. Via cm- 
rothdip rdgnrdipg every movomcnt. of. lhis 
kind as a departure from the . venorablo Eng- 
lish principle that cvciy man slioiilil bo tried 
by a Jtiry of his peoi'fi. 'riicre is .too miicli of 
a lundcncy to iniperialisni — to autocracy — in 
it. ])nL since a great deal &I out' law is to 
lie admini.-tered in lhal way. it sluinid lie oiii' 
duly to sec that the evils to ))e ap|)rehended 
from an aljnso ol inagi.ilei-ial power .should be 
obviated as niuch us po.s.-:ib!s by giving the 
aeeu.sed a further hearing and before another 
Court. all l;now how long the colony 

has been without a sullieicnt number ol niagi.s- 
tratea to constitnto a Oourt of Quarter Ses- 
sious. Up to the time of the election of the 
Mayor, and for a long time ])rcvious, the 
magisterial power in this community could 
be exercised only by our Police Oommissioner, 
from whoso decision, as a general thing, 
there was net a single court to appeal to. 
Since the election ol the .Mayor, whai- 
ever may be the cause, we fare no better. 
Tho nnces.sily then of .sonio sueh riglit.s as 
those given by -Mr. King in his JSill l.itely 
introduced into the lloiisoof A.S5enibly i.s 
quite apparent. It i.s proposed to give a right 
to appeal from the decision of a stipendiary 
or other magistrate in all cases summarily 
adjudicated^ upon. ; Tho. appeal is to be tu 
the Supremo Goufl. biit' is not io do uway 
with the ordinary right of appeal to tho Court 
of Quarter Sessions when such a court ex- 
ists. The appealed cause may be- heard 
eight days after notice of appeal shall have 
been gi\en to tlie Su[)reine Court. Tiio 
notice itself must contain a .synopsis of the 
grounds ot appeal. 'I'lie eoats, liuwerer, 
must bo guaranteed before anything can be 
done. Tlrs will have ilie leiiileney lo ]ire- 
■vent frivolou.5 and gionndle^.i application.s 
for rever.sal of tho decision of the inferior 
inagistratei The bill also provides that an 
accused, whenever charged before a magis- 
trate, with, a ..canso, may demand to be tried 
by a jury and not by tlie magistrate, and 
shall havo the right to have his case sent to 
the Quarter Sessions or Supremo Court for 
trial, and in the meantinie to be admitted lo 
bail in bailable cases. On the whole we are 
inolinad to believe llie change sought to be 
effected in the present unsatisfactory and 
irresponsible system of administering jn.^tice 
will be found to be of the utmost benefit to 
the Inhabitants of the Colony, as it will go 
fai to do away with any evil cli'ect of wrong 
magisterial deeisionSjwhethcr they be caused 
inadvertently, or by wilfullnoss, ignorance, 
or incoinpelence.

aidts-dc camp, not a i;iii;,dc inn-.kel was liicd. 
As there wa.i lui liring «n onr side, it wnsear-y 
for the Iroops lo ajiproaidi and mingle wilh 
ours, and when 1 win lold that l.liey wished lo 
disarm iis, 1 replied tli.il the men iiii;^lit clis- 
arm theinaelveii. 'I'lie iiilealions (jf my eoiii- 
panioiis were, however, so Utile hostile that I 
only by this ili:'arnied in the croud BOtiie uflicers 
and regular soldiers. 

It was not so on our ri;;ht. The jn'rcivt/i, 
allaeketl by llio ro^jni.ir Iro ip.«, nipliod by a 
lirtj upon l!io whole line, and allliiiii;,di iho 
truinpols sounded lo eoa.su hrin;.';, Ihoie was 
at tUut place a smart fusillade, which la'ited 
not more than a (|nnrlor of an hour. 

My wmiiids 111,! to some coiifusioii in oiii 
liiie. Onr .soMiers, not sooin^j; ine. bngan t.i 
retreat into the wood, -so iluit liLtio by lilllo 
the crowd round ino broke np, and Iho m int 
lailliful aloiio reiiiained. At Ibis irioiiieiil I 
learned that my stafl'aiid Colonel I'allavicini, 
who eominaiided the regular troops, were 
negotiating upon the following coiisiilorji- 
tion.s: Fir.sl that I .'•hoiiKI he liee with my 
stair lo with(ir,iw where 1 plea.sed. (I replied, 
'•On board an Kiiyli-sli ve.<s(d.") Second, 
that having arriveil at llm seashore, Iho test 
of my compaiiiuns ^bm^ld ho .sol at liberty. 
Colonel I'allavicini coiiducled himself ns a 
valorous and iiilolligeitt chief in all bis mili- 
tary movoinenis, and be has not been want- 
ing in roppeet or courtesy to ino or my pen- 
jile. Ho bliowcd his yriel in having lo shed 
Italian blood ; but ho hatl lecoivcd peremp- 
tory orders and had to obey them. My ar- 
raiigumenls bad boon purely defensive, and 
1 had hoped lo avoid a conflict, seeing Iho 
very strong jiosition that 1 occupied and eii' 
tertaining the iiope that the regular troops 
had recnivud orders less Baiigiiimiry. If I 
had not been wuinidcd at the onlaei. and il 
my people had not received the orders under 
all circuinslaiicrs to avoid any collision what- 
soever with the regular troops, the contest 
bolweoii men of the same race wuuld have 
been terrible. However, far belter as it is. 
Whatever may bo tlie result of my wounds, 
whatever fate the Cioveriuiiont prepares lor 
uie, I have the coiisciousni3S3 of having done 
jny duty; and the sauiilioe of my life i< a 
very little thin{;.if it has contributed to save 
that ofa gL'eat number of uiy rellow-oouniiy- 
men.

and my companions had thr'iwti onrsnlves, 
with heads bent, I Imped nolhiiig yood Irnni 
the (iovurnmcnt uf Uatazei. But why hIioiiUI 
1 nut have hoped for loss , ri{;ur un the pari 
of ilie King, haviiiii altored in noihmg ibc 
uld programme, and having .deeided not to 
alter it at any price 'I What allUots ine must 
is this fatal distrust, which eontribntcs nut a 
little lo UiB incom)ilelioii id' national unity. 
However il may be, I once ayaiii present lo 
Italy a semne lioni, assiiied id having done 
my duty. Ouce more, my imioiportunt life 
and tho mote precioiis ones ol so many '^m- 
erous yuuug men have been olleretl as a 
holouauBlto the holiest of causes — pure from 
all vile personal interests.

'I'lie talioiis 
which I a 1 been distributed wore very scanty, 
and the vulniiieers had snfl'ered iiiiieh the 
provion-i ni;;ht, IVom heavy rains. They had 
u.vpie.ss and foimal mdeis never lo allaek or 
delarid theniaelves, biH lo inarcli rapidly — 
notliin;^ more. Un tlio approach of tho troops, 
(laiihaTdi sent uliieers along the line tu im- 
piess Ihi.s again upon his men. 

(i.ii'ihaldi Was in the centre uf the hill slupe 
oeenpied by his eohmm. He sent his uliieers 
all aloni; the IVoiil with repeated, iwpress, 
pusitivi; order.^ not to lire. We were being 
smrounded un all sides; the beisai^lieri were 
within shot ; they bad levelled their pieces ; 
all our colutnn was peiieetly still. Not one 
slinnt, not one shot. The general aluiic stooil 
np, with his wide gray plaid cloak lined trilli 
red. lliiown on his ii.ussive shoulder.s, follow- 
iiiLj the iiioveineiits of the I'oyalisls v-iili hi.; 
.'■•py glass, and rroni time lo time tinning to 
repeat the order " Ho not lire." The oflicers 
ii.ok up theory and " Ho nut lire" went the 
round uf the whole line, liul the truops had, 
on the contrary, precise orders to altaek. 
The beisaglieri ujieiied lire and moved I'or- 
waril. j\o intiiinitioii or snimnons preeeeded 
the lire, no itailcun-ii'.n! i c whs sent. The lir- 
ing deepened ; the linllels lii>: ed (in all '^ides 
loniid our heads. Uiilbrlnnately some uf onr 
raw recruits, untieeiislutiied tu such ti;nilile 
s|Hnt, answered by u few raiiduin shots ; the 
others did not stir. I'lvery one kept hi-; own 
;;roniid, some .stniitling, some sealed. All the 
il niiipets i^ave llie signal lo stop lire ; all the 
oHieers vei bally i.vsned the same order. The 
truops, 111) the einil|-ary, set np the si;;nal 
" Kurwaid," and adv:ineed with a well sus- 
tained lire. The ;:i'nenil, always iil his |iost, 
standing in llie niicUl ul the di.'ii.sesl .diower of 
balls, again cried. " Ho not lire!'' Ho was 
iitteiiiig llio.se words when two btillels .struck 
him -oni', a spent ball, on the thigh ef the 
lell le;^' ; aniUlier, willi full I'oree, on the ancle 
111' llie lell Inut. ( i.ii ibaldi, nt the nioinenl of 
being svniinded, only sluod n|i, iipri;;hl. 
but he assumed a niajcftiu atlilinle ; he look 
off his hat, and waving it wilh his lelt hand, 
be repeatedly ciied, " I.oiiji live Italy I Ho 
not lire I ' .Some ol tin; uliieers, llie nearest 
to liini, rmioved hlin and laid him nude;' a 
tree. There, with his liabiliml ealniness, he 
eontimied to "jive his orders. The most pre- 
cise were the following ; -•' Let them come 
near. Do not lire!" Un all onr front the 
lire had ceased. I'reacntly Menutti was 
broiiglil lu thu spot. He also had been hit 
by a spent ball in the calf of his lelt leir. He 
was ill ^reat pain, nnaliie to stand. I'.ither 
and sun were laid under llie s;iiiio liee ; a 
u;i onp of ollieers and soldier. -1 gathered round 
the general. He !iad lighted a cigar, anil was 
suiokiuj. Uo said lu all, ''Do not light T' 
The oflicers, ipiestioiicd by their soldiers, also 
invariably answered, " Ho not li;;lil." The 
tnnnpGl-i. Ino, never cease 1 lioin their siunal. 
■• Sliiji lire I" ii'it hir onr men. but fur the 
troops whieli lired as lliey advanced, even 
when lliey had eume up and were. mi.\cd with 
our vulnnteers. l''iuin the first shut tu this 
luouwiil hardly a (piartcr of an butir elapsed. 
Here a strange sigbt presented itself. Friends, 
relatives, brothers, eoinpanions in leeoiit bat- 
tle's which lliey fought lor llieir latheriiind. 
meet and reeogiiise each other. .Soiiin are 
clad ill the red idiirt, ollieis in the :egiilar 
nnihirin ; aim here were thaking of hands, 
embiaces, mutual reproach and npbraidings, 
especiiilly on the part of tho redshirls, who 
prutent and declare that " all they wanted 
was Uomc." 

The iiatativu proeocils, staling llml heio a 
lieutenant of the .ntall ( Itoyal ) appeared lie- 
lure Hanbaldi, who bade him put utl his 
sword, as a poi-UiHcnlaifc dliould be unarm- 
ed. Other bursuglieri oflicers were disarmed 
in tho same manner, though the general 
soon aflorwarils ordered that their swords 
shuuld bo lestmed lo them. Meanvvliile the 
surgaoiis e.vaiiiined and dressed Ihu gen- 
eral's wuiindH. lie bade tliein ajiply culd 
waler to ihuin, and all tliu time ho smoked 
with great calmiiuss and liruiness. He ask- 
ed wliether an ainputalion was necessary, 
in which case it should be done forthwith. 
The doctors us.-tnrod him there was no oc- 
easion for Biieli an operalion. (laribaldi ask- 
ed to seo I'albivieini, who Iwenly minoltis 
hiler came lo liiiii uiieovoied, and with 
every deinonstratioii ol rosiie(;l. 1 1 wa? 
afterwards telllod between the ollieers of 
both stall's tliat the Claribaldian colnnin 
should bo disarmed and placed under the 
escort of tho Iluyal troops. It was agieed 
that (laribaldi sliotild be removed lo Scylla, 
wilii as many of his ollicer.s iis he wi'ibed to 
have with him, all ot whom should lelaiii 
llieir swords. 'I'bo dyad on both sides were 
very lew; very low also tho wounded. 

Voni readers can easily imagine the pio- 
loiiiid syiiipulby iheir briel but eveiitliil his- 
lury has )iro<ltieed in the minds ol all trim 
burn BiiloiiM. 'I'be reporled slalo ol (Ian- 
baldi's health has e.aiised gruat alarm. His 
friends in Kiigland fear ttial he is in a niuro 
precurioiLs cuiiilitioii than appears from tho 
curt and niisatisfaclury lolegratns which 
reach iks from day lu day. A low ol liis 
menu loving I'liends have already gone in the 
hopes of seeing liim. Mr. .lames Stanslield, 
i\l. 1'., wliuse clear and ligorous intellect, 
and deep .sympathetic iiatnru have so ol'len 
been employed in c.Ypunnding and advocat- 
ing tho claims uf tlie Italian people, left 
London at the beginning uf this week, in 
company with iNlr. W. II. Ashnrst, (iaii- 
baldi's treasurer in Kiigland, Mr, I*. A. 
Taylor, ftl. P., and two oilier Iriends. lor' 
Italy, in order, if possible, to gain access to 
the wounded hero and whisper into his oar 
e.vpicssiuns of deep sympathy fur biin in ad- 
versity. This step is one dictated by feel- 
ings creditable' to butnaiiity. Hero frluuds 
will be the means, let us hope, of raising 
tho sjiirits of tho l.illoii Hercules, and of ac- 
couiplishiug for hini who knows more than 
even the doctors. 

Since this deputation loft, liuwuvur, the 
telegrams received hero excited thu alarms

A commuuiciitiuii was received from tbo (;iiair- 
man of iho Hoard of l-'iro Delegiiles, rcprcsciitiiig 
tli.-it the 4th section of the Uy-Lawii rolnthig tu 
the duties of Fire Wardens authorising Ihom to 
give directions for the removal of buililinj^s might 
c;mse confusion iit a fire by orders toullicling witli 
thoi>u issued by lilt- regular (itlicers of the I' iic 
Departinoiit being issued, iiiid recuiunicudinf; 
Hint llic said section bo witlidriiH-ji ; also sui^fjest- 
iiid that all Oritiaaiicc be passed to cuniptl ciiizcus 
lo liL'cp a taiili capable of liolding at lea?.! lUl) gal- 
lons of water uijon ihcir premises, cuuslantly 
tilled. 

Mr. Hicks moved that the cominunica'ion bo 
laid on the table until copies of the Firemen's Pro- 
tection Act be obtained from the Colonial .Secro 
lary. lie thought thai if llie section was likely l" 
laiisc cunllictiuu bclwocn tlic I'iro Wardens ami 
Department, it would lie us well tu rcsehid it. itn 
wished, however, to bo sure on tho subject, anil 
thuuglit they sliould e.^amiuo tlio Fireman's I'ro- 
tcctiuii Act before taking any steps. He thuuuht 
the Colonial Secretary should. l)o iukod: to furnish 
to tho Council copies of nil acts relative to the 
town. 

Mr. Copland said that at tlie time thn firemen's 
I'rutcction Act was passed, tlicrc weru no city 
authorilics cxccptiii}: tlio Stipendiary Mapistratc, 
wlio resided three miles out of town. He thought, 
lii'wever, that the by-;law would rather tend to sup- 
liiu ". thn pusitiou of the Chief and A isistnnt Kn^i- 
iieers, and brought many arRunieuls to prove it, 

Mr. .Searby said that i-.ltcr li.siciiiiig to iMr. Cup 
land for twenty minutes, he liad e.\pci:ti.'d t-owic 
inotiiiii. If their by-law conllictcd Willi the Act of 
the Lu^jislatiiro, tliey would have to alter it. lie 
i.'Diisidercd that it did not intorfcro with the Fire 
Dopartnient at all. 

Mr. Lewis suggested certain amendments to the 
oll'ensive section, which liu tliuught would nt uneu 
set the matter right, but w.is called to order by 
Mr. Copland, who pointed out that tho rules of 
order required two week's notice to be given of the 
|)roposed alteration of any by-Iaiv or ordinance. 

'I'he ni'.itiun was then put and carried. 

A letter was then read lhal had been received 
from Mr. Watson, ihe engraver, iiccumpanied

:-|)ceiiacu improiibioiis, nieutioiii:iH that iic had 
v.-iitteii to Sail Fraiici.'ieo about a lever press, tint 
Icanieil that the ei)st would be >,bU. After some 
ilisi:ii:ijioii, a motion fur the ueeeptanec ol ilic 
woik was withdrawn, and Mr. Watson rrrpiestcd 
to deepen the wings of the principal ligures, and 
to procure a suitable press.

A POINT OF OIIDER. 
Mr. Copland commented at length upon each of 
the foregoing resolutiouj, and then moved their 
adoption by the Council, and that Mr. McClure be 
requested to present a copy to tho Home Govern- 
ment, he having been appointed delegate for this 
city. 

Keconded by Mr. Hicks. 

Mr- Lewis said that ho did not quite know lliat 
Mr. McCliirc was appointed delegate for thi.i city. 
He thought it very unadvisable to dreidu upon 
such a eourjc when only three Councillors were 
present. He had not h:ul an opportunitv of read- 
iii:^ the resolutions ovt-r, thuunli no doubt the 
other two genilcinen had. lie moved as an 
.iiiiendmeiit that the lesolutioiis be laiil ujioii the 
table until the ne.\t meeting, 'i'herc being no 
fourth Councillor present, this of courso was not 
seconded, 

Mr. Uicks said that he had not shown Ihc rc- 
lioliitions beforehand to Mr. Copland.

Mr. Copland quoted tho Rules of Order lo prove 
that the Mayor must put every question " properly 
presented to the Council." 

Mr. Lewis hoped His Wcr.ship would rc-coiisidcr 
his decision. 

'I'ho Mayor tlien asked Jlr. Hicks lo slate what 
was the oiijcet of pressing the matter llirougli. 

Mr. Hicks icplied that it was in order to ensure 
the s])Coily transmission of the ilocumcni. 

'I'lic .Mayor said there was no steSmcr befoic 
Friday next, but as the Couneillors declined to 
withdraw it, he would put ilie motion, but thought 
it a most iiniac uedciited w.iy of lureirig a thing 
through. 

Mr. Lewis suggested that as there were but four 
in all present, had iiol His Worship a vole ? 

The .Mayor said lhal he certainly had a vole as 
CouneiUor, as well iis his vote as Mayor. 

Whereupon Messrs. Hicks and Copland rose 
abruptly, and the proceedings terminated.

It is tlioiiglit to be better than Wil- 
liams' creek, havinjf a larger supply of water 
and the benches being lower and more easily 
worked. Only threo or four companies hiive 
been working this season.
